this bill. The secretary says * vexatious 
““suits are brought agemst collectors,

* but have the effect of intimidating otn- 
“ ers, alia prevent energetic performance 
“of their autes. The only provisions 
“' which have octurred to me on that sub- 
“ tect, are to enable the collectors who 
“may be sued, always to remove the 
* cause before a court of the United 
* States; &c.” ‘The fact then is, the ci- 
tizen 1s to be deprived of his remedy be- 
fore wcourt and jury of his state against a 
coliector, however wantonly he may abuse 
his authority. Sir, these instructions 
from the presidemt. which are to avail the 
collectors, essentiafly amount to a power 
in the president to dispevse with the laws 
and the. regular administration of justice 
in the respective states. You cannot, 
without a violation of the constitution of 
the United States, deprive the citizens of 
his remedy before a court and jury of his 
State agaist a collector or any other offi- 
cer of the United States, any more than 
you Can-ayainst any other prvate citizen, 
if he briigs bs action of trespass or tro 
ver against a colfecior, the defendant 
must be answerable indamages, unless he 
can $ OW, probable cause.—It will ve the 
right and duty of the state courts to disre- 
gard this provisionof your law.-~Even in 
England, sir, (whose government gentle- 
men are so much in habit of execrating) 
the principle is the same. For several 
centuries no such dispensing’ power has 
been recognized to be vested in the king. 
Lhere also a revenue officer ts as mucao 
lable to a person aggrieved as any other 
private man, unless he can show probabie 
cause for the seizure.

Iris stated, sir,in the second reciral, that @ 
dismemberment of the union is contemplaced by 
the opponents of the administration. I do not 
believe the fact. I know of no occurrence that 
can justify such @ belief. The union of these 
states ought, and undoubtedly will be, maiatainy 
ed, so long as it is productive of the beneficial 
effects incended by it. Patience should be exer- 
cised, and a great degree of suffering submitted 
to, before a separation is advocated. But if un- 
qonstitutiogal uneaseres are persisted in, the con- 
sequence must indeed be, a dismemberment a 
the union. In this event, however, the guilt will 
rest with the authors of these acts, and not with 
those who oppose them. We are called upon to | 
express full confidence in the wisdom, the pat- 
siotism, and integrity of the administration, and 
to approbate all their measures. This I never 
can-consent to do, while I believe thar adminis- 
tration is pursuing Measures destractive ro the 
dest interests of rny constituents, and subversive 
of the best provisions of our corstituiion. No 
administration ought to be supported, uniess it 
promotes the happivess and prosperity of the na- 
thom. 

1 will not detain the house with a detail of ail 
the acts of rhis administration, by which, in my 
opinion, it ‘has forfeited the confidence of the 
people. I will only recur to some of its most re- 
cent meastres. 

It is unnecessary now to diseuss the origin of 
the embargo, or the motives which induced its 
adoption. At present it is enough to know, that 
it did not originate in the istitish orders in coun- 
gil. They were not officially known in this coun- 
try at the time of passing the embargo law.— 
They were not mentioned in the commaunication 
of the president to Congress, recommending the 
measure—nor were they mentioned in the debate 
on that subject. This is proved, by the uncon- 
tradicted stacements of members of both houses 

of Congress ; and by the declaration of our gov- 
ernment, that it was a mere munis pal regulation, 

Of the effects of the embargo we all unfortu- 
nately know too much. It has spread distress 
throughout our country. It has impoverished. 
depressed, and distracted the nation, and where 
its ruinous consequences are to end, Heaven only 
knows. 

I will now proceed, Mr. Speaker, to a brief ex- 
amination of the latelaw for enforcing the em. 
barga ; and I shallendeavor to shew, that this 
law is unconstitutional, oppressive and unjust ; 
and that it is mot entitled to the approbation of 
the legislarure of his state. 

Mr, Van Rensselaer contended that the first 
tection of the new embargo law contravenes that 
part of the constitution which provides that “ ex. 
cessive bail shall not be required, nor excessive 
fimes iswposed, nor crue! and unusual punish- 
ments inflicted”—inasmuch as it inflicts a penal+ 
ty of four times the value of the property invol- 
ved.in the intended breach of the law—a punish- 
ment which Mr V.R. thought excessive, and 
exwemely cruel and unjust. 

-, But (said Mr. Van Kensselaer) the proviso of 
this first section is such an one, as I could have 
boped, would never disgrace our statute books. 
Ac creates and encourages « species of churacter, 
who are a pest to civil society—a blot upon the 
character of any community—I mean, the com- 
mon informer! Enormous rewards are held 
out to the most worthless miscreants in society

Mr Van Rensselaer considered the sixth sec- 


* tion of che new embargo law, as a direct infringe-

such manner as the owntr may think proper— 
inasmuch as it lays such unreasonable restric- 
tions on the transfer of vessels, as totally to pro 
hibit any sales of them — requiring of the seller, 
bonds to the amount of three hundred dollars for 
every ton of the vessel, that she shall not contra- 
vene or infringe any of the embargo laws—thus. 
rendering the original ewner responsible for the 
acts of every person into whose hands the vessel 
may pass—and over whose conduct he can have 
No control. 
Mr. Van Rens: elaer dwelt upon the extreme, 
the palpable injustice of the seventh section, 
Which binds defendants to proof impossible to be 
‘procured. 
. He comended that the new embargo law is an 
‘fraction of that pave of the constitutien, which 
‘declares, that “ the right of the people to be se- 
‘sure in their persons, houses, papers and effects, 
against unreasonable searches and seizures, shali 
~M0¢ be violated ; and no warrants shall issue, but 
#apon probable cause, supporred by oath or affir- 
“mation, and particularly describing the place to 
‘be searched, and the persons or things to be seiz- 
.ed"—inasmuch as the ninth section authorizes 
the seizure of property by any collector, upon 


Mere suspicion that it is intended for exporiation | 
‘=~inasmuch as this authority extends to all pla- 


ces of usnal deposit—and inasmuch as the 
search or seizure can be made, without any oath, 
and without any warrant. 


The tenth section Mr. Van Rensselaer consid- 


' ered as oppressive and unconstitutional—Because 


“it gives the president authority to issue instruc- 
tons to collectors, which are to have the same 
force as law—rthe collectors being compelled to 
bey them—and having a right to give them in 


evidence on any prosecution, as a complete jus- 


tification for acts done under them. The con- 
stitution had wisely confined the law-making 
power to the legislature. Mr, Van Rensselaer | 
deemed it a direct infraction of the constitution 


: %o transfer this legislative power to the president. 


B esilek, said he, all laws should be police, to the 
end that the people may he apprized of their du- 
ties, and be enabled to avoid penalties. Every 
man inthe community is answerable for every 
infraction of the law. To give secret presiden- 
tial instructions, therefore, the force of taw, is 
manifestly unjust and tyrannical. This section 
does indeed provide for an appeal to the district 
juige ; but under sach severe and oppressive ree 
strictions, that the remedy is little beter than 
the disease. The judge is to decide summarily, 
without the intervention of a jury ; and if, in his 
opinion, the detention and seizure is improper, 
he is to order the restoration of the property, on 
the appetant’s giving the stipalated bonds, and 
paying costs. But if the dis’ rict judge is satisfied 
hat there was an intention to infringe the law, 
ther the property is forfeited, aud the defendant 
is saddled with treble eosts ! 

But, Mr. Speaker, the most direct, the most 
dangerous violation of the constirution is to be 
found in the eleventh seciion of this law. The 
constitution of the United States secures to the 
states respectively, the appointment of all their 
militia oficers, and the contrel of that militia, 
except in cases of insurrection or invasion, or 
when called out into the acwal service of the 
United States. By this law, Sir, the whole 
military and naval force of the United States is 
put ander the immediate command, not only of 
the president, but of his agents or minions— 
not for the purpose of quelling insurrection or 
repelling invasion, but for enforcing the embar- 
-golsws. By this law, sir, your governor, a ma- 
jor-general, a colonel, or any other military of- 
ficer, is bound to obey the orders, and submit to 
the control of a collector, a collector’s deputy, an 
agent, a boy, a vagrant, or any other presiden- 
tial cool, who may choose to suspect there is an 
intention of evading the embargo laws. And 
this is not all, sir. The militia, chads called out, 

may be employed to prevent the assemblage of 
| our citizens for any lawful purpose whatever, 
provided it shall please any presidential agent to 
suspect that they intend to meet for riotous 
purposes. Even a meeting called for the pur- 
pose of remonstrating against the ernbargo, may 
very easily be considered as abetting opposition 
to the law, and may be dispersed at the point 
of the bayonet. 

It is worthy of consideration, sir, that aspi- 
ring mer always seize upon times of great pub- 
lic danger, when the state is agitated aud alarm- 
ed, to claim the delegation of great and unlimi- 
ted powers. By exciting the apprehensions of 
the people, and’by demanding of them a patri 
otic sacrifice of their opinions, for the sake of 
warding off the common danger—they proceed 
from cautious, to bolder steps, until the chains 
are rivected, anc the usurper is secure in his pow- 
er 

It behoves us to consider well, sir, before we 
consent, under the present pressure of affairs, to 
sanction these monstrous powers of the Presi- 
dent—before we express our approbation of the 
present administratien. I ask, what is the ob- 
ject of thiseXpression ?._ What will be its effect? 
it is calculated to deceive the administration— 
to mislead them into a belief that a majority of 
‘he people approve of their measures—when 
nothing can be farther from the truth. Shall we, 
| by this fulsome and undeserved appliuse, drive 
our administration from folly to madness—and 
our country from negative ruin, to absolute 
destruction ? 

Are these resolutions intended to support the 
administration ? Sir, the attempt is vain. It is 
a rottefing, falling, sinking administration. [1 
is beyond the scupe of hutnan power to save it 
it must go down—followed by the detestarion 
and execration of a vast majority of the people 
of the Unired States. To support the adminis- 
tration! Sir, we have a more solemn duty to 
perform. We are bound by our oaths to support 
the constitution; and if, in the performance of 
this duty, I am compelled to appear in opposi- 
tion to the administration, I trust I shall stand 
acquitted in the eyes ef a free and independent 
nation. , 

It behoves gentlemen to examine, with cool_ 
ness and deliberation, the late law for enforcing 
the ¢mbargo. Let them lay their hands upon 
heir hearts—let them appeal to their conscien- 
ces—and ask if they can, consistent with their 
eaths to support the constitution, vote their ap- 
probation of this law. 

“*It is unqnestionably our duty to support the 
union of these states. Bur, sir, it is the duty of 
the general government to protect our rights and 
‘haincain our liberties. —If this duty is not per- 
formed by the general government, it then be- 
cemes our solemn duty to support our own rights 
aad maintain our own liberties.

The other business of the day being over, Gen. 
Ostrom rose im his place, and informed the 
Speaker, that the members of the house, who 
appeared in the minority, on the question for 
concurring with the Senate in their resolutions, 
sent down on Tuesday last, had drawn up their 
reasons for their dissent, which they had sev- 
erally signed, and which they desired might be 
entered on the journals of the house. They as- 
ked this indulgence, Mr. Ostrom said, beeause 
those resolutions were so drawn as to make an 
erroneous impression ow the public mind. The 
sentiments contained in a part of the resolutions 
were such as every gentleman on ‘that floor 
would readily subscribe to, while others were 
such as the minerity felt boundto oppose. Be- 
ing concurrent resolutions, they could not be sep- 
arated—so that every member was compelled to 
vote for the whole, or reject the whole.

interests of this country; on the contrary 
we see and decply feel, that our resour- 
ces have bren sacrificed, and our interest 
abandoned, by a destructive and futile sys- 
tem of commercial restriction; we fecl, 
and our constituents feel, that they are iar

rance, disregarded by Engiend, and 
which, if persisted in, must briag on gens 
eral ruin. 

» Kighthly—We acknowledge that the 
union of the states, is the palladium of 
} tueir national safety, and the guarentee of 
that liberty and independence. purchase:

we cannot therefore, without insulting tie 
heroes of the revoluwon, remain. silent, 
when the constitution, the sacred bond of 
that union, 18 assailed, when instead of 
being secured in the enjoyment of liberty 
and independence, we are’ threatencd 
with the execution of arbitrary laws, aud 
the horrors of a military despotism.
